All that a gardener may do for 
th< a . t egi tables, and 

pn ded he has prepared his ground 
propel «v and fertilized it. is to keep 
them clean of weeds. 

Weed> aie unsavory companions 
for eta-table- for several reasons 
Ont. is that they rob the crops ot 
moisture A plentiful supply of 
moistun is important because s«> 
much of quality in vegetables de¬ 
pend:- «in their having been grown 
rapidly, and because all the vege¬ 
tables i insist -o largely of water. 
Another reason weeds should be 
banned from a vegetable garden is* 
that they attract the first insects and, 
servi as places where they may 
multiply against the time their vege¬ 
table favorites are put in. Still anoth¬ 
er is that they serve as hosts for 
plant diseases, which bother them 
apparently not at all. but which 1 
play hovoc with the vegetables, soft- 1 
ened by “civilization.” 

Accordingly, keeping the garden 
weed-free cannot be over-empha¬ 
sised. on many counts, but only one ’ 
need be discussed, to wit, that of j 
conserving moisture. This is im¬ 
portant enough at any time, but it 
becomes more important as the sea¬ 
son progresses and the rains fail and 
rising temperatures increase the 
evaporation of the dwindling mois¬ 
ture Cultivation is the means to use. 

This word •cultivation” is used 
instead of the older one, “working,” 
because it is a more pleasing word, 
but also because it describes a pro¬ 
cedure quite different. Whereas, by 
“working” is meant deep stirring of 
the soil, which, by the way. many of 
the weeds escape, cultivation, both 
the word and the process, has been I 
adopted to mean a mere skimming 
of the surface, just deep enough to 
upset the smaller weeds, and to cut 
off those whose roots lie deeper. It 
is obvious that the smaller the weeds 
are. the easier it is to destroy them. 
The smaller the weeds, too. the less 
moisture has been taken from the 
vegetables. 

A good tool to use is the hand hoe, 
the blade shaving the surface or 
penetrating it just shallowly A bet¬ 
ter tool, and mu much more -peedy. 
is a garden plow fitted w ith .-id - ,

WASHINGTON NOTES 
SILVER 

Tlic rein forced-concrete structure 
at West Point. New* Y'oik. designed 
as a depository of the silver bullion 
of the government, is about ready to 
receive the 1.600.990.999 ounces of 
silver which has been accumulated 
by the Treasury. The capacity of the 
vault is about 2.009.000.000 ounces, 
equivalent to 70.000 tons. 


PACIFIC BASES 

Tlie Government will spend, under 
a pending bill. S28.000.000 for the 
creation of a naval air station at 
Kodiak Island, Alaska: for improved 
facilities for seaplanes and vessels 
at Hawaii and for the establishment 
of an air base at Midway Island half 
way across the Pacific. The strength¬ 
ening of our base at Hawaii and the 
development of the Midway Air 
Base. 1.172 miles northwest of Pearl 
Harbor, is a part of our defenses in 
the ocean. 

The new base off the Alaskan pen¬ 
insular means the establishment of 
an air station in recognition of the 
strategic importance of the Aleutian 
Islands, which are closer to the Great 
Circle route to the Far East than Ha¬ 
waii. Consequently this new base 
would be an important link in de¬ 
fense of the West Coast and Alaska 
from any possible attack. 


HOUSING 

A survey of housing conditions, 
including a canvass of 740,000 urban 
households in 83 representative cities 
in 1935 and 1936. conducted by the 
United States Public Health Service, 
indicates that considerably more 
than “one-thud ot tiu nation ‘ lives 


NO MONOPOLY 

The police departments of a num¬ 
ber of large cities have taken upon 
themselves the formation of organi¬ 
zations among the small children of 
the cities. 

As a consequence, relation.' be¬ 
tween the ‘‘cops’’ and the small 
• kids" is much improved. Juvenile 
delinquency, it is reported, shows a 
marked decline where such work is 
being done. 

In their efforts to become friends 
with the young people of their cities, 
the police promote recreation, in¬ 
cluding athletic events, plays, min¬ 
strels and musical programs. They 
tind that this activity pays dividends 1 
in improved behavior on the part of 
young people. 

We have frequently beard the po¬ 
lice praised for work with the boys 
and girls of their cities. Men and 
women express their approval **i the 
efforts of the police to be pals with 
children. Adults who give their 
praise to the uniformed protectors 
of society seldom realize that the 
police have no monopoly on this 
wise friendship with children. 

If police officials in large cities 
find it worthwhile to associate with 
and develop the children, it would, 
seem to be equally plain that adults, 
in other towns and cities would 
find the same activities profitable. 
Men and women in Morgan County 
who read this might ask themselves j 
whether it would be profitable for 
the adults of this community to fol¬ 
low the example of the metropolitan 
police men.

Then should be no hills 
ni ridges made about the plants, as 
being too much work and harmful 
to the vegetables in several ways. 
Always hot. dry soil is drawn 
against the stems, and the deep 
moist soil from the “middles” is ex¬ 
posed to the sun to dry out. In bor¬ 
rowing soil to make the hills, some¬ 
times roots are laid bare or left ly¬ 
ing so close to the surface that mois¬ 
ture is insufficient. Besides, the in¬ 
creased area of the hills and ridges 
offers just that much more surface 
from which evaporation of moisture 
may tak place. 

To sum up: Cultivate the garden 
shallowly but completely enough to 
get all the weeds and often enough 
to have only small weeds to uproot, 
and keep the surface level.
